Justice Brandels Announces
Supreme Court's Decision

Against Inland Cities.

INJUNCTION IS DISSOLVED

182 Towns Lose the Fight
Long and Short-Hau- l

Problem.

but without deciding the statute's consti-
tutionality.

By a vote of to S the court held that
James 81m and Thomas P. Alder of New
Tork are entitled to recover nearly
1110,000 from William Edenborn, New
Orleans and New York capitalist, sub-
scribed to him aa ayndlcata manager for
stock of the Sheffield Coal and Iron
Company In 1802.

Associate Justice Clarke gave his first
opinion, holding that under the sixteen
hour law for railroad men neglect to re-

port Instances of excessive service. If not
In bad faith, doea not make the road
liable to tha penalty of 1100 a day. The
court affirmed dismissal of a Government
suit sgalnst tha Northern Pacific Rail
way to collect penalties.

ACKS PLEA MADE TO

FREE ONLY BROTHER

Young Man Who Tried to
Beach President Tells Court

Ho Meant No Harm.

Joseph Acks, the young Austrian who
resisted detectives and necret service
men at the Waldorf-Astori- a Hotel Hat-urd-

night aa he was maklnr bin wnv
toward President Wilson with a letter,
was arraigned before Magistrate Marnh
In Jefferson Market court yesterday and
later Rent to Bellavus Hospital for ob-
servation.

Acks In a rambling and somewhat
Incohert manner explained that he did
not unow he was committing any of-
fence In trying to deliver the letter in
the President. He had written twice to
W. J. Bryan when Mr. Bryan was Sec-
retary of State, he said, trying to get
thla Government to Interpose In behalf
of his brother who was a prisoner In a
anusn camp. He received no reply.

"My brother" never has been n soldier
and never has borne arms," Acks told
tne court "I don't know why Ma a
prisoner, but he Is. I thought I would
give the letter I wrote Saturday night to
tha President personally, asking him to
do something for my poor brother as a
matter of courtesy and not as a matter
of law."

Tears stood In the young man's eyes
as he quavered out hla story. He said
Walter R. Deuel was his lawyer, but
Mr. Deuel Informed the court that he
was Ignorant of having been retained.

N. . ASKS TO BUILD

A BATTLE CRUISER

Bids for Four Ships to
Opened w in

Washington. N

Be

Washinotom, Dec. 4. Shipbuilders
are gathering In Washington for the
opening of blda for four battle cruisers
on Wednesday the highest powered,
fastest and most expensive naval vessels
ever designed. They will be of approxi-
mately 16,000 tons dixplacement, must
make thirty-fiv- e knots speed and will be
armed with eight 14 Inch rifles. The cost
limit Is IH.S00.000 for each vessel.

In case the private shipyards cannot
meet ths requirements of the Navy De-

partment there Is talk of undertaking
the construction of these huge craft In
the navy yards, the Idea being ti con-
struct the first In the. navy yard In New
Tork. Secretary Daniels Is considering
the advisability of constructing an extra
slip in the New York Navy Yard to per
mit additional work on battleships or
battle cruisers. The estlmsted cost Is

600,000.
At present there are no docking fuel

ties on the Atlantic coast for a ship of
the battle cruiser type which Is contem
plated, but Secretary Daniels expecta to
solve this problem before any of these
craft are ready for the service.

Rear Admiral Harris, chief of yards
and docks, wns directed to-d- to Inves.
tlgate conditions In ths New York yard
after a delegation of Representatives In
Congres and business men from New
York and Brooklyn requested Secretary
Daniels to build a slip there.

2,000,000 ORANGES TOO RIFE.

Shipments Valaed at "50,000 Are
Destroyed Here In Week,

Two million orange, much too ripe for
consumption, were destroyed In New
York tn the last week by a squad under
the supervision of Lucius P. Brown, head
of the Bureau of Foods and Drugs of the
Department of Health, It was announced
yesterday.

The oranges were taken from snipping
and railroad terminals. They aggregated
about 2S0 tons and were mostly from
Porto Rico and Jamaica. The loss to the
ahlppers will be about 150,00(1.

EFFICIENCY STAFF

IS CALLED "BUNK"

City's Economic Expert At
tacked by Tammany Alder-

man in Speech.

BUDGET CUT INDORSED

Mayor Expected to Veto Tar-

ing Off of Salary
Increases.

After wrangling and Indulging In
speeches for more than four hours, the
Hoard of Aldermen approved yesterday
the action of the Finance Committee of
the board In cutting $120,420 from the
1917 budget of S211.11C.01C.S2. The
final vote was (2 to It. The budget now
goes to the Mayor, and It wan freely
predicted In City Hall nfter the adjourn-
ment of the Aldermen that the Mayor
will veto every cut made. It will Hun
require a three-fourt- vote of the board
to defeat the Mayor's veto, and thla has
never before been done.

The Finance Committee, In tta report
to the full board, In explaining the rea-
sons for the cuts, stated that It was not
deemed wise In view of the present bur-
den upon tho rltlsens and taxpayers, to
Increase the salary of 'any city employee
who Is receiving M.tCO or more a year.
Tho Finance Committee approved heartily
tho Increases for firemen and patrol-
men, but slashed the increases of well
paid officials right and left.

Of the total amount eliminated from
the budget, $34,C0O wa Increases In sal-
aries; 38,S70 for new positions and
S49,6i0 in reductions of the present
force of employees.

The largest Increase on the list was
for Frank Dnwllng, President of the
Board of Aldermen, who was slated for
n rnlse to $7,1100 a year from 15.000. At
the request of Dowllng himself this In-

crease was eliminated.

Bnreav Directors Hit.
Increases of 11,500 each for George I

Tlrrell and Tlldrn Adamson, two bureau
directors under the Miixrvtrlon' of the
Board of Estimate, were cut out. They
would have received 17.K00 Instead of
their present salary of 16,000. Tills Is
the second time Increases for there two
men have been cut out by the Aldermen.

The sum of 110.000 a yesr for the
services of an "executive manager" of
the Board of Education was wiped off
by the board along with a blistering
criticism of the Board of Estimate for
having created such a position. Leo
Arnsteln, former asalHtant to George
McAneny while he was Borough Presi-
dent, Is stated for this Job and will get
It If the Mayor vetoes the action of the
board.

Another cut, which was approved by
the board after the Demlcratlc mem-
bers had vented their feelings sufficiently
on the matter, was In the appropriation
of $10,000 for Prof. William Wirt, who
has been Installing the Gary system In
the public schools. The appropriation
was cut to $5,000, although msny Tam-
many members were In favor of cutting
It out altogether. The burden of their
remarks on this subject was that there
are plenty of capable experts In this
city who could be engaged without bring-
ing n man from another State to do the
work.

Efficiency Staff Attacked.
The "efficiency staff" of the Commis-

sioner of Accounts office came In for
stash In salaries and an attack.

"This efficiency staff Is alt bunk." was
the way one of the Democratic Alderman
summed It up and this view waa fol
lowed by other speakers.

Cuts were also made In the office of
tho President of Manhattan, Board of
Health, Fire Department and In a num
ber of other departments directly under
the Mayors direction. The raise to
$12,000 from $10,000 for Merrltt H.
Smith, chief engineer of the Department
of Water Supply. Gas and Electricity
was lnmxcl off, and many other emnloy- -

j ccs who already receive J4.000 or more.

Curran, leader ot
the fusion minority, irnade a stubborn
fight against the reductions, which un-
loosed the Tammany orators, thereby
providing amusement for the gallery.
Curran wanted each cut taken up In-

dividually, but the Democratic majority
dofeated thla plan and It was decided to
consider the entire cut of $120,420 as
a whole. '

After four hours of debate, with Cur-
ran and a few supporters claiming that
the Demlcrats were acting unfairly by
making tha cuts, and the Democrats re-

taliating by recalling that a year ago
when Curran was chairman of the Fi
